registration kits. Delivery was incredibly fast, like within days of order being placed, and 
the price was highly reasonable. There was a quantity of overrun woods included, and 
when Judy went through the woods she picked out any where the grain was gray, a hole 
(natural worm hole, or other) had punched through, or there was a little chip in the 
perimeter. Out of the entire lot, order plus overrun, there was only about 6 that she 
classified as imperfections. The images are very clear and so precise to the original art- 
work. After having researched what happened to Likely (B.C.) economy which was so 
dependent on forestry, Judy found herself wanting to support the Beetle Pine recycling 
program, so decided for her next wood order to try Beetle Pine wood out. Jim can be 
reached at likely@telus.net, jim@woodencoin.com or through the www.woodencoin.com 
website. 


Inside 
there was 21 Beetle Pine 45mm woods. All 21 had the same obverse, but they had 
varying reverses tied to a money amount. There were 5 of the 1 cent, 1 of the 5 cents, 2 
of the 10 cents, 3 of the 25 cents, 2 
of the 50 cents, 1 of the $1, 2 of the 
$2, 1 of the $5, 2 of the $10, 1 of 
the $20, and 1 of the $50 so that 
the total 21 coins had a combined 
money value of $102.05. Could you 
imagine if every Coin Kid attending 
an RCNA convention received a bag 
of these woods. What fun they could 
have with this very cool ‘funny’ 
money! Even as an adult, Judy was 
delighted by the surprise! She 
doesn’t know if this is standard 
practice to ship these, or if it was 
because Jim thanked our Editor for 
the nice article about Likely ina 
recent issue of TT.

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King’s Landing Commemorative Wood! 





New Brunswick was named in 1784 to honour the reigning British monarch, King George III, wno was also Duke of Brunswick. The shield 
of New Brunswick’s coat of arms was granted by Queen Victoria in 1868. The crest and supporters were granted and the motto con- 
firmed by Queen Elizabeth II in 1984 to honour the 200th Anniversary of New Brunswick’s creation. 


This 200th NB Anniversary wood which was sponsored by NBTel and issued in 1984. It is #3300-053D in Norm’s catalogue as 38mm 
with a mintage of 200; however, there was a second run, and the actual mintage was 800 in total. NBTel was founded as the New 
Brunswick Telephone Company in 1888 after Bell Telephone Company of Canada’s attempt to establish telephone service in the Mari- 
time provinces failed. The company purchased the assets in New Brunswick, Canada from Bell Canada in 1889. In 1973, NBTel pur- 
chased the last independent telephone operator in New Brunswick, giving ita monopoly for telephone service in the province. Owned by 
holding company Bruncor, which Bell Canada gained a controlling interest in during the 1960s, NBTel was based in Saint John, New 
Brunswick, until its merger with the other Stentor Alliance companies in Atlantic Canada for form Aliant in 1999. 





Kings Landing is a recreation of a New Brunswick town from the period of 1780-1910. It was created around buildings that were saved 
and moved to make way for the headpond for the Mactaquac Dam. It was primarily settled by Anglo-American Loyalists from the 
Thirteen Colonies, who were called the United Empire Loyalists in Canada; Scottish, Irish and English immigrants were early settlers as 
well. It is approximately 40km west of Fredericton, New Brunswick in the community of Lower Prince William. 


Kings Landing Historical Settlement is a representation of rural New Brunswick during the 19th and early 20th century. It is not a replica 
of an actual village, but a collection of salvaged or recreated buildings from around the Mactaquac headpond and other locations 
around New Brunswick. With few exceptions, all the historical buildings on site have been 

moved and remodelled to specific years in their history. The project was originally started 
in the late 1960s and continues to the present day, as new buildings are being added 
every few years. More than a dozen houses, all of which are original buildings, are 
gathered on site. In the houses, employees welcome visitors, go about daily chores, cook be 
period meals and create period crafts, all while in costumes appropriate to the time period | «= 
of their area. There are also "trades" buildings: these are the shops and businesses that | « | 
the local men would have owned and operated, many of which would have required a 
period of apprenticeship/training for those employed there. Examples would be the Print 
Shop, Sash and Door Factory, Gorham's Carpenter Shop, Dennin's Blacksmith Shop, 
Week's Cooper Shop, etc. Being a living museum, these buildings are kept in working 
order whenever possible and, in some case, artisans provide goods and services for other 
parts of the village and for sale in the shops. The complex has a number of barns, and 
appropriate livestock to go with them. This ranges from chickens and geese to large work 
horses and oxen. The animals are kept on site not only for show, but also for practical 
purposes. For example, the chickens give eggs, the cows produce milk, and the horses are 
used to pull wagons for the visitors from one end of the village to the other. Presenting 
these are the houses at Kings Landing: The Hagerman House (c.1880), The Gordon House 
(c.1835), The Joslin Farm (c.1860), The Jones House (c.1830), The Lint House (c. 1830), | 
The Long House (c. 1845), The Heustis House (c. 
1850), The Perley House (c. 1870), The Morehouse 
House (c. 1820), The Ingraham House (c. 1840), The 
Fisher House (c. 1820), The Donaldson House (c. 
1860), The Killeen Cabin (c. 1830), and The Hoyt pMactiaves | 
House (c. 1833). » Pg

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The Kings Landing Historical Settlement is a living history museum in New Brunswick (Canada), learn more at http://kingslanding.nb.ca/ 
or better yet, consider taking your Summer vacation down east! It is the 19th century at its best recreating the lives of New Brunwickers 
in the 1800s. Visitors are provided with a village map and make thir way through the site at their own pace. There is so much for 
families to enjoy: camping, family dining, entertainment, festivals, group and themed dinners, 
get hands on with butter making, candle dipping, spinning wool, forging nails, splitting logs, 
wagon rides, petting farm (horses, cows, pigs, sheep and chickens). They also host special 
~~ | events like weddings. Time travel has never been more fun and interesting than it is at Kings 
~ | Landing! Explore New Brunswick’s culture and heritage. Kings Landing Settlement Village 
Museum was created in the late 1960s. The buildings were moved to the current site (5804 
Route 102 Prince William, New Brunswick, E6K OA5, Ph: 506-363-4999) to allow construction 
of a hydro-electric dam, which raised the water level of the St. John River over 150 feet. The 
research on each home in the village was meticulous, and the history presented is based on 
= real families. Each home and trade areas at Kings Landing has been restored to a different 
time period. Look for differences in style of clothing, technology, cooking utensils, architectural 
™ styles of the home, conveniences such as water and more. Kings Landing is part of a back- 
breeding program for livestock, vegetables, fruit (taste and purchase the many preserves) and 
= flowers (check out the Ingraham House flower garden). Many of the varieties you will see are 
examples of types common in the 19th century, but less common or almost extinct today. 
Animals were an essential part of daily life. Look for the dog-powered butter churn at the Joslin 
“=| Farm, the horse-powered saw near the Lint barn, the ox team and many other examples of how 
= | animals were integral for human prosperity. In 1783, fifteen-thousand United Empire Loyalists 
memes ome were granted land along the river based on their rank in the British army. They were among the 
; = = first settlers to this region. The name Kings Landing Historical Settlement was chosen for the 
== Kings American Dragoons, a regiment of loyalists in the American Revolution, and “Landing”, 
for a stopping point or wharf where boats could tie up. Kings Landing is a Crown Corporation of 
= the Province of New Brunswick, under the department of Culture, Tourism and Healthy Living, 
and is governed by a Board of Directors.

Fred was awesome to work with and they got the wooden nickles to my door in under a 
week! They came out great!!! Thanks Fred!

Alberta Beach Museum! 


One of Edmonton, Alberta’s favourite cottage destinations originated in 1912 when the 
Canadian Northern Railway (CNR) began sending employees to the shores of Lac St. Anne 
for holidays and picnics. In an Edmonton Newspaper August 5, 1918, it was noted the 
CNR charges $1 return fare on its Civic Holiday Excursion Train from Edmonton to Alberta 
Beach. Soon, other large companies in the Edmonton areas, including Marshall Wells and 
Woodwards, also began transporting their employees and families here to enjoy the 
beauty and tranquility of the lake. By 1920, the Summer Village of Alberta Beach had 
been incorporated, offering attractions such as a dance pavilion, walking pier, boardwalk 
and campground to visitors. Alberta Beach was incorporated as a Summer Village in 
1925 and gain Village status in 1999. 


On weekends, a Special CNR train called the “Moonlight Express” brought people to the 

, Beach for the weekend. It wasn’t long before hotels, boat rental businesses, bait shops, 
. rental cottages / cabins, grocery store, gas station, bakery, gift and souvenir shops, and 
_ restaurants were soon established to take advantage of the weekend crowds. In 1936, 


the railway stopped running trains to Alberta Beach and sold their interests to various 


’ parties, but by then many families who had visited the lake on weekends had purchased 
land for summer cottages. 


Some of these families have owned the same property for nearly 100 years and some 
have moved their families from the city to the Beach permanently. The Community Memo- 


ries exhibit documents the early history of Alberta Beach: the role of the CNR and stories of the early entrepreneurs and pioneers who laid the foundation 
for the Alberta Beach of today. Now it offers winter entertainment and sports for visitors too, such aS Snowmobiling. 
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The Village of Alberta Beach is set on the shores of Lac Ste. Anne and approximately 6(0km West of Edmonton and is primarily used for recreation and 
over the years has become a popular resort to visit. Aloerta Beach has a combination of permanent and summer residents. Our permanent population 
taken from the 2011 census is 865 and on a busy summer weekend can attract 3000 or more visitors to the sandy beach and shallow waters 
providing fun for all ages. Located less than 60 kilometers west of Edmonton on beautiful Lac Ste. Anne lies the Village of Alberta Beach. A sandy 
beach and warm shallow water provides fun for all ages. Alberta Beach was developed as a railway community and was used primarily for tourism and 
recreation and over the years has become a popular resort. In 1912 the Alberta Northern Rail built the railroad to what is now Alberta Beach. With its 
proximity to Edmonton, Alberta Beach became a popular summertime destination resort and many people took advantage of the development of 
recreational facilities by the CNR in 1916. A special frame station erected in 1917 was 24 feet by 73 feet. This enlarged shelter consisted of a waiting 
room with a door and window facing the tracks and a baggage room. A 16 foot wide board walk stretched from the station platform, west towards the 
town site and down the street to the beach, a bathers’ dressing room and the pier. Adjoining the board walk was the two-story Alberta Beach Hotel. 
The promenade, a 16 foot boardwalk extended 2,000 feet along the beach that was set back far enough to allow for the construction of cottages. In 
1917 CNR announced many up and coming travel excursions during July and August to Alberta Beach during the summer,. Some of these excursions 
were “Campers” Trains which left Edmonton on Wednesdays at 14:00 p.m., returning at 22:00 p.m., and on Saturdays leaving at 14:00 p.m. and 
18:45 p.m., and returning at 20:20 p.m. and 23:30 p.m. The return train fare was $1.10. Travelers could also return to the city on train 2 which 
stopped at Alberta Beach on Sundays, Tuesdays and Fridays. Charter train bookings for many of the Alberta Beach excursions were very popular and 
most attending these functions had traveled by train. A cookhouse in a large clearing adjacent to the depot was made available for public picnics. 
Also provided by the railway were tables, swings and between the railway and the beach a large open area available for baseball and other sports. 
Other enjoyable activities included fishing, boating and bathing and twice a week in the evening the dancing pavilion west of Main Street was a very 
popular place for the young and old. CNR also picked people up in Edmonton on Saturday mornings, took them to Alberta Beach, and then picked 
them up Sunday night to take them back to Edmonton. As well as it being a flurry of activity during train times it was also considered a social event. 
Alberta Beach had a most relaxing and beautiful atmosphere, as it still has today. Other railway buildings on the Alberta Beach station grounds 
included an old car body used as a section bunkhouse, a single-pen stockyard with a loading chute and a standard section house. The loading chute 
and standard house were erected in 1920. Alberta Beach was incorporated August 23, 1920 as a Summer Village. With the abandonment of the rail 
line in 1936, the railway buildings were sold or removed. The Alberta Beach station was sold and was moved to the owner’s farm. The section house 
was moved to the Gunn station grounds and the bunkhouse and stockyard demolished. Aside from the pier on the lake, which was removed, the 
balance of the recreational complex was turned over to the village. On January 1, 1999 the Summer Village of Alberta Beach became a Village and is 
now named Alberta Beach. Alberta Beach has a permanent population of 884 and increases to over 3,000 people during long weekends. A hotel and 
many other businesses prosper within the Village. Alberta Beach has developed in many ways while still preserving the reason for its popularity. The 
tranquility and beauty of the lake still draws admiration and provides relaxation to those who come to enjoy the area. Alberta Beach & District Museum

memories) at 5500 47 Ave., Alberta Beach, Alberta, TOE OAO, Ph: 780-924-2140. The Museum, owned and operated by the Alberta Beach & District 
Museum & Archives Society, is situated in the Village of Alberta Beach, Alberta and was established to tell the story of the founding, settlement, and 
development of the community in and around Lac Ste. Anne to the Museum. They have also developed Heritage Village, a park consisting of heritage 
buildings from the area which have been restored. There are approximately 1,500 objects in the collection: prints and drawings, films and videos, 
photographs, ceramics, porcelain or pottery, costume, furniture and furnishings, textiles or tapestries, Canadian and Aboriginal or First Nations fine 
arts, religious arts, covering the historical period, and also 1920 to present. Plus there is a Human History section includes agriculture, animal 
husbandry, ceremonial objects, clocks or time-keeping devices, communication devices, costumes and accessories, furniture or furnishings, household 
objects or domestic technology, imaging, photographs, local history, maps, charts, plans or blueprints, memorabilia, musical instruments, religious or 
liturgical objects, transportation (railway). Then there’s the natural sciences plants and animals (biological collections), agricultural or domestic, 
terrestrial organisms, zoology (vertebrates), birds (aves). Next is services and activities: fund-raisers such as bake and craft sales, meat draws, raffles, 
etc. Also available are research services: they have several individuals on the Board who can assist people wishing to research family history or events 
occurring in and around Alberta Beach (archival records, conservation or restoration, information centre). There are educational 
programs too. They conduct tours of the Museum and Heritage Village for school groups, scouts, and other groups, as requested. 
They plan to develop programs especially geared towards children. During Alberta 
Beach’s Polynesian Days, held during the August long weekend, they arrange for a 
_ local artisan to demonstrate his /her specialty (e.g. soap making). There are 
member privileges too such as the opportunity to vote on museum business and to 
be a part of a vibrant organization. Their promotional products for sale (archives
